Claimsl, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 20, 24, 32 and 34 have been amended. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 14, 17, 20, 24, 32 and34 are pending and are under examination. 

3. In view of amendment to the claims in reciting oligonucleotide consisting of 25-40 
nucleotides from SEQ.ID.NO: 1-8 and 21-24 and fully complementary sequences of said 
nucleotides, all the rejections of record are withdrawn.
